Officers abroad more serviceable to na- 
tional commerce. Tho Reports of Con- 
sals will in fature we hope deal more 
with topics which will inform people 
at home of the wants of the differ- 
ent countries than they have bither- 
to done, and if we hear less of 
provincial political matters that have 
passed out of memory before the Blae 
Books see the light, and less of the 
month-by-month history of local tea, 











sill, and piece-goods markets, nobody, 
or very fow, will regret the change.

Report, but we say that these should 
not occupy so much of those documents, 
It might bo woll for tho Foroign Office 
to consider whother the statistical tables 
and the sketches of trade at foreign 
ports during each twelve month might 
not be issued separately, in a volume 
which would form an appendix to the 
Consular Reports, and theso should 


| mainly convey to readers in England 


and abroad whatever special changes 
have occurred in the trade, andin the 
requirements of and the productions of 
particular districts. Lord Rosebery has 
recognized the necessity of Consular 
Reports being made public as soon 
after they are received in England 
as may be possible, and the mcre 
they are lightened, the more dead- 
woight is thrown everboard, the quicker 
the Reports are issued, the more gene+ 
rally will they be read. What is wanted 
is as much information of current do- 
ings, as concisely given as possible. 
The Consular Reports for Kanagawa 
and for Hiogo and Osaka for last year 
have drawn forth some comments from 
the Yokohama press that are worth 
noticing, as these official documents aro 
constructed on different lines. It appears 
that the Consul at Hiogo and Osaka 
farnished in 1884 an elaborate and long 
Report on the agricultural, mining, fish- 
ing and other products of several pre- 
fectures neighbouring the Inland Sea. 
We should have thought that thie was 
the very information which our Consuls 
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214 The 2 
would have been commended for far- 
nishiag, and which they would have 
been encouraged to keep acquainted 
with, but the Foreign Office thonght 
otherwise. Instructions were sent out 
to limit the size of the tables furnished 
with the Reports, and to shorten 
these documents. Possibly there were 
too many details givon on this parti- 
cular Report, and the excellent effect 
of the instractions of the Inspector- 
Genoral of Customs in curtailing the 
Reports of his Commissioners is an 
encouragement to enjoining judicious 
brevity ; but the effect of the order on 
the Consul at Hiogo and Osaka has been 
that in his Report for last year no notice 
is taken of many important questions of 
Japanese trade, manufactures, naviga- 
tion, production and occurrences within 
that part of the conutry, This is an 
instance in which obedience to the 
letter of instructions has probably with- 
held useful information. The Consul 
at Kanagawa seoms to have disregarded 
tho instructions, and bas furnished a 
fail Report of tho trade of the port of 
Yokohama, and of many matters con- 
nected with it; and some of the informa- 
tion given by him has interest for 
China merchants, 

‘The Japanese Government seems to 
have been aroused to tho dangors 
throatening the toa trade, ‘possibly by 
the letter of Sfr Robort Hart to tho 
Toung-li Yamen, and tho onergy in 
puffing their wares shown by Indian and 
Coylon growors, and to lave carried 
into effect a proviously expressed in- 
tention of sending inspectors to the 
producing districts, with tho objects 
of suggesting improvements, both in 
the growth nd preparation of ton, not 
omitting strong admonitions against 
adulteration ; in which we wish thom 
every success, Japancse tobacco ap- 
pata in increasing domaud abroad, 
‘bat the export of it—80,000 pounds 
in 1885—is as nothing compared 
to the production, which, according 
to Japanese accounts, reached in 1883 
not far from 47 million pounds, 
giving, after deducting what is exported 
to foreign countrios, an average of 
about one pound threo ounces por 
head of the population. Tho low 
pricos of silk up to the end of last 
year had, according to tho Japanese 
dealers, checked farmers extending the 
area of land under mulberry tree cultiv- 
ation, but the revival which took place 
towards winter was expected to again 
stimulate farmers to cnlarge their plan- 
tations. Peppermint oil had becomo 
an article of considerable export, but 
the mint from which it is made, grown 
in the new plantations, is, at least to 
some extent, of an inferior kind. 
Whether the Japanese are successful or 
not in greatly oxtonding their oxports, 








they one and all, from Ministers to 
peasants seem doing their best to that 
end. ‘Tho Departments are, the Kana- 
gawa Consal says, “ enjoining careful 
attention to growth, manipulation, and 
manufacture, so that Tea, Silk, and 
other articles professing to bo what 
they seem, may bo creditable products 
of this country and maintain her fair 
name for what sho is capable of pro- 
ducing.” Every one acquainted with 
the resources of China knows that 
these only require to be intelligently 
cared for by the officials, the producers 
oncouraged, left alone, and not crushed 
with imposts, for a vast development of 
foreign trade to ensue in a short 
time. From Hiogo we learn that 
a rice cleaning mill was established 
in 1885 by a British firm. It turns 
out 30 tons of cleaned rice a day, and 
the article is fino and ponrly; it has 
beon exported to London, Australia and 
even to tho United States.

® first step towards the establishment | di 
of a National Post Office. The Com-

TRADE OF BURMA. 


Tue Report on the Trade aud Naviga- 
tion of Burma for the years 1885-86, 
which we have just received from the 
Government, coutains somo items which 
are of interest to people in China, The 
war which took place towards tho close 
of Inst year had some effect in limiting 
bnainess, aud trade was suffering from 
the gonoral depression, but nevertheless 
the aggregate value of the commerce 
of the province showed an increase of 
10.61 per cent. over that of 1884. 
This is on the whole satisfactory, as 
oredit in the Bazaar bad proviously 
beon much curtailed and the expedition 
to Mandalay put astop for some months 
to all shipments to Upper Barma, 
‘The total of the private trade in imports 
aud oxports of morchandizo for the 
year was olore on 16 crores of rupees, 
or about £1,200,000, to which must be 
added about 24 crores of treasure. 
The Goverumeut trausactious were ou 
a more limited scale than for several 
yoara previously, owing mainly to a 
considerable decrease in the imports of 
liquors, machinery, railway plant, et 
from Europe. The exports of the Gov- 
ernmont were small, aud seems to have 
cousisted altogether in loot obtained from 
the palace at Mandalay, in the shape of 
Barmeso silver aud gold cups, ivory 
carvings and silk pasos. Tn tho re. 
marke on the Import trade we find 
that while that in cotton goods and 
woollens showed sativfuctory Sguree 
the reeeipts from France wore smaller ; 
the German trade remained stationary, 
while from Italy larger supplica of 
cotton and silk goods were obtained, 
and algo considerable consignmonts of 
woollon goods, It explains somo of 
the waut of expansion in the German 
trade during the year to find in an- 
other part of the Report that, while the 
imports of candles from Germany de. 
creased considerably in 1895.—Barma 
takes some £25,000 worth of them 
annually—the fulling off appearn to be 
only apparent, ns tho bulk of the trade 
in the article from the United King. 
dom is in Gorman goods. Another 
article of import, in which wo may 
possibly bave some collateral interest, 
in which there was a fulling off, wa 
Raw Silk, which was ubtuived frow 
the Struite Settlements to the value of 
1i Ince of rupees in 1885, an amount 
bout ouo third lew thaw iu the pre- 

















rupees’ worth of silk pisce goods, of 
which 84 lacs came from the United 
Kingdom and over 6 lacs from the 
Straits. Bombay, aud to a less extent 
Bengal yarn is taking the place of the 
English article, but the total cousump- 
tion is declining. The trade in kerosene 
oil, especially from Upper Burme, was 
satisfactory, but most of the foreign 
companies established to work the 
wells there have failed. The Rice 
trade is the mainstay of commerce in 
Barma, and we find that the total 
export to Europe during the year was 
677,177 tons, some 80,000 tous more 
than in 1884, of which less than a half 
went to the ed Kingdom ; Germany 
taking 210,000 to The export to 
Upper Burma was on a much larger 
scale, renching 1,025,201 tons in tho 
year, and although this quantity ex- 
cocded that of 1884 and 1883, it was 
less than in 1882. The total of the 
export beyoud soa, and to what we may 
now call the upper Province, was about 
1,700,000 tons, which the Report sa; 
indicates pretty accurately the surplus 
avnilablefromench preceding year’s crop, 
after the wants of the people of the pro- 
vince havebeen supplied, Aparngraphin 
tl tion of the Report whichis devoted 
to rice gives us the statistics of Saigon 
trade in the article. Saigon exported 
440,000 tons in 1885, of which China 
took 338,000 tous, the Philippines, 
Java and Singapore gotting from 
20,000 to 80,000 tons apiece. ‘The 
next important article of export ia tenk, 
of which 46,453 tous wore sent away 
in 1885, which is less than in previous 
yeare, owing to the home market for 
tho timber having collapsed. More 
sniling than steam tounage carries on 
the trade of Barma, the Intter coming 
chiefly from the Straits and Ceylon, 
while sailing vessels bear much of the 
trade with Earope, ‘The rice of Barma 
evidently finds incrensing customers 
in various parts of tho world, and snil- 
ing ships como “seeking” from most 
quortore, But the traffic through the 
Sucz Canal continues to show progress, 
amounting last year to 181 vessels of 
243,449 tons, of which a considorable

In looking through tho new Lloyd's 
Universal Rogistor, we are struck, 
among other things, by the modern 
habit that shipowners have adopted of 
choosing particular classes of names 
for their fleets. Of course wo are all 
familiar with the Gleus aud the Bone, 
tho Shires aud the Castles, as they. are 
in India with the Cities and the Clans, 
There used to bo a fleet of Rickmorses, 
trading to Shaughai in the days before 
the Canal was opened, and there was a 
fleet of steamers the surname of all of 
which was tho cnoophonous Batters, 
one of them, the Eleanor Batters, eur. 
viving to this day as the Yehsin. We 
find in the first pago of tho list of ship 
ownors, seven vessels whose surname is 
Accame, the Adele Accane heading, 
and the Teresa Accame closing it, The 
Indo-Chiua Steam Navigation Com. 
pany las made ® not very vonsistent 
attempt at classifying ite fect, ending 
the names of its river steamers in Wo, 
and many of its seagoing vessels in 
Sang : while the China Merobanta’ S. N.

‘The steamers of the 
Bedonfn G.N. Co. have, as ts proper, 
all Arabi¢ names, but one would think 
thore is little comfort in travelling in a 
Simoom or a Sirocco, or on a Sahara, 
‘The Belfast S.S, Co.’s steamers go in 
for science ; they are named the Caloric, 
Dynamic, Electric eto., otc. These re- 
mind us of the White Star line of 
Atlantic steamers, whose names all end 
in “io,” and of the story told of the 
mauager, Mr. Ismay, whose wifo had 
just presented him with twins, Ho 
was asking a friend to suggest a name 
for a new steamer for the line, eudiug in 
“jo,” when the friend promptly re- 
plied, “Well, why not name her the 
Prolific ” Mr. Christen Boo of Areudal, 
Norway, a large shipowner, is very 
eoleotio in his choice of names, for 
they ran from Ebenezer to Ole Boe 
and from Hakon Jarl to Vasco de Gama, 
‘The Booth §.S. Co. of Liverpool bas 
cauonised its fleet by calling the ships 
after saints; and they run from Ambrose 
to Lanjranc.

THE LOCAL POST OFFICE TRANSTER. 
Tae Muuicipal Council bas in fact, 
asked tho Postal Commissioner of tho+ 
Imperial Castoms to do what we 
suggested be should do—fucnivh the 
Ratepayers with as full particulars ax 
ho cau of the manuer in which the 





Local Post Office will be worked should 
it be traveferred to his department. 
As tho Chairman puts it in the letter, 
which wo publish eleewhore, the 
Connell wishes to be informed, “in the 
event of tho Local Post Office passing 
into the hands of the proposed Chinese 
Postal aduinistration, if any and what 
changes would bo likely to be made in 
tho existing system in respect of ro- 
ceiving, forwarding aud delivering mait 
matter, and the torms of subsorip 
and the other facilities which the Local 
Post-office places at the disposal of the 
public; or if its business would be 
conducted as at present.” It is on the 
manner in which the Commissioner 
may be ablo to satisfy the community 
that the Local Post Office would be at 
least us liberally conducted, in every 
way, under tho administration of the 
Customs as it ns been by the Council, 
that a very considerable number of 
Ratepayers will we oxpect voto when 
tho transfor of the institution is pro. 
posed, as wo tako it for granted it 
will be, at tho annual meoting next 
yonr. Tho Loonl Post-office gives the 
public facilities which, though unim- 
portant in themselves, have grown to 
bo part of the every day business and 
common life of the placo. It charges 
little for these, probably it loses money 
by them, but if so the loss falls on the 
community generally, which would be 
quite content to bear auy small deficit in 
the accounts; knowing that good value 
is received, By consulting what was Uke 
general interost and convenience, rather 
than morely considering whether such 
and such work which the community 
wanted the Local Post to do would pay, 
the Municipal Council has gradually 
constructed a Post Office that isa model 
public servaut, as all Post Offices should 
be, instead of revenue winners, and 
a most useful department. The 
Chinese will expect every part of the 
system they are about to inaugurate 
to pay, and they are cortain to try aud 
make thom do 6», aud we hope the Com. 
missioner will give such assurances to 
the Ratepapors that not only will the 
Local Post Office bo carried on with 
tho presuut staff and worked as it bas 
bvon, but that its facilities to the 
public will nut be fewmened or ite 
charges increased. ‘The decision of 
the community will to a great extent 
dopeud on those Inst pointe, If it is 
shown that the community will be li- 
berally dealt with iu the matters wo have 
indicated, theRatepayors may be trasted 
tv meet the Postal Commissioner in 
tho same sp Tho other parte of 
the scheme aro of euch value to China, 
and promiso such good to foreigners 
and natives, that people here are not 
likely to he over exucting in the matter 
of the Lvoal Post Office, or to raise 
obstacles to ite transfer to the Castoma, 
But thoy aro certain to require that 
‘their interests do not suffer. 

‘The letter from a correspondent here, 
from wh we publish oxtracts else- 
whore, shows that in some respeots the 


working of the Local Post Office at the. 
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out-ports ia not altogether eatinfuotory. 
‘Tho answer to these statements is that 
the Local Post doca the best it cau for 
the pablio, with the means at its dis- 
posal, ‘The Chinese Postal department 
would be expeoted to improve matters, 
and to make them better than they 
are in the present Customs postal 
service, about which complaints of 
delay in delivering letters, and even 
of inseonrity, have beou brought to us 
siuce the new scheme has become 
kuown, Those in oharge of the winter 
courier service have ou all occasions 
that we have knowledge of shown that 
determi: to stick to rales and 
rogulatione, originally framed more for 
their own convenience than for that of 
the public, which is probably insopar- 
able from the working of @ groat 
department. Patting aside these com- 
plainte, we admit that the Customs 
Postal service has been well carried on 
during the twenty years it has been in 
existeuce, It was originally started to

His Worsuir asked what the customary 
fee was.

now what it was here. He believed Dr, 
Little once got fifteen dollars, 

His Worsurr said he had no objection to 
allowing a feo, if the man had wages due 
to him. 

Dr. Bunce said he did not wish to press for 
payment ; he only made the application on 
principle, because one might be called to 
give evidence in a large number of casos. 

His Worsuty expressed the opinion that 
it was only. right that professional men 
should be paid for giving medical evidence. 

Dr. Burox, having been sworn, said he 
had attended the complainant and hadfound 
an incised wound about three quarters of an. 
inch long on the head of the right arm bone, 
He had been told that the wound had been 
caused by a sheath-knife, and that it had 
required considerable force to withdraw 
the knife. If this were so, the knife must 
have penetrated the bone, though, as it 
would not be proper to probe auch a wound, 
he had not ascertained this asa fact, At 
present the wound was, progressing favou: 
ably, but it might even yet result in los 
‘of the arm, blood poisoning, or abscess of 
the bone. 

From the evidence taken at the first hear- 
ing, which was to-day read over to the 
witnesses, it appeared that the two men 
had quartelled, that the complainant, had 
challenged the prisoner to fight, and that 
the latter had then driven the knife into the 
complainant's shoulder. The complainant, 
who admitted that he was drunk at the 
time, said he never felt the blow, and did 
not know that he was stabbed till ten 
minutes afterwards. The man was taken 
to the saloon, where the knife was with- 
drawn with considerable difficulty, The 
Chief Officer stated that he afterwards said 
to the prisoner, “Do you know what you 
have done? If it had been an inch either 
way it would have killed him ;” and the 
prisoner replied, ‘I wish it had.’ 

Capt. Mircueit, master of the Kent, 
before signing his deposition, added that 
he had held the complainant's shoulder 
while the mate and carpenter pulled out 
the knife. They had made some attempts 
to pull out the knife before that. 

‘Bis Wousute said it was too grave a case 
for him to deal with as a common assault, 
He would have to commit the prisoner for 























trial. 
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‘The prisoner, who said he had nothing to 
say in answer to the charge, was accordingly 
committed for trial.

Capt. Wicks stated that a great deal of 
annoyance and trouble was caused at the 
‘Home by non-inmates lounging about the 
premises. The inmates themselves had 
complained about it, saying that they fre- 
quently had things stolen from them. ‘The 
two prisoners had repeatedly been ordered 
out of the Home, but had always returned 
as soon as his back was turned. 

Scawnext said every time he had gone 
into the House it was at the invitation of 
men living there.
